The President gets a record vote and the Democrats win Congress 


The winners’ jubilant reception in Washington 
(opposite page) and the unbelieving gasp of a 

ew Jersey Republican (above) as a longtime 
Democratic fortress fell to the G.O.P. caught 
the flavor of an election that was almost with- 
out precedent. It was an extraordinary per- 
sonal victory for the President, whose popular 
vote—35 million to 25.5 million for Adlai Ste- 
venson—was the largest in history and whose 
41-state, 457-74 electoral vote sweep was the 
greatest since 1936. 

It was also a triumph which historians and 
politicians would long debate, for the political 
truisms were knocked over right and left. The 
Negro vote, long solidly in the Democratic col- 
umn, shifted significantly to the G.O.P. This 
was a factor in reducing the Democrats’ normal 
big-city margins, both north and south.

Heroes of Hungary, your last message—Our ship is sinking. The 
light vanishes”—made brave men weep unashamedly. Their tears 
were wrung from rage and anguish that they could not help you, 
that they had no way to help hold up your torch before the black 
night of terror snuffed it out.

In 
setting off the monster’s fury you made him show his true face in 
a way that all the world could see. And all the world now turns 
in revulsion from the evil of this visage. It is a wound whose sear 
will mark him, like Cain, forever. 

Yes, the conscience of the whole world is outraged—even the 
conscience of Communists. In their fanatic and deluded ranks, 
where perhaps your victory was most impre: there are thou- 
sands who balk at massacre. In Austrian factories Communist 
workers are tearing up their party cards. In the Italian Communist 
citadel of Mantua the party has denounced Soviet aggression, “So- 
cialism,” cried New York’s Daily Worker, “cannot be imported 
on bayonets, nor military security either.” If Communists were

outraged, think how much deeper was the revulsion of men who 
never betrayed freedom. It was expressed in hundreds of ways—by 
Duich longshoremen who refused to unload Russian ships, by 
Paris workers burning Red headquarters, by Americans shouting 
for action at a “help Hungary” meeting in Manhattan, by millions 
of dollars pouring in to relief agencies all over the world. Rest 
assured we will all of us find other ways of expressing it. 

You did not lose, you cannot lose. Your killers cannot ignore, 
for very long, the total obloquy of mankind. The conscience of the 
world has its bar in the very United Nations whose quick censure 
made Britain and France pause in their ill-considered resort to force 
and Israel promise to get out of invaded Egypt. We are witnessing 
here that this c ience, though only a moral pressure, can ac- 
quire the force of law. Its spotlight is now being turned mercilessly 
upon the murder of free Hungary. Try as it may the monster can 
never shut off this light save by getting out of Hungary. 

“All they can do is kill us,” you grimly said, And so you are be- 
ing killed. That we could do nothing to rescue you lies heavily 
upon our ¢ iences. Now it is for us, the living—wherever free- 
dom dwells—to turn our helpless tears to a stern purpose, that 
future fights for freedom on the part of enslaved peoples will find 
us somehow prepared to come to their aid. Our President, with his 
tremendous new mandate, must develop a “liberation” policy 
which is more than words. Our people, by urging and supporting 
such a policy, by refusing to let the world’s outrage subside, 
must give the final assurance that the heroes of Hungary will 
not have died in vain.

These explanations, mainly three, all hold some water, but not 
enough.

he heads what Adlai Stevenson called a “personality cult.” This 
seemed somewhat true west of the Mississippi, where it was easier 
for a Democrat to upset a Republican incumbent than vice versa; 
but just as the foreign crisis probably translated into more Repub- 
lican votcs in the east, so the Demoerats also had a few current 
issues—farm prices, drought, public power. 

Another explanation is that the voter was trying to keep things 
as nearly as possible as they were on Nov. 5. On that date he had 
Eisenhower and a Democratic Congress; so, after going to the trou- 
ble of elaborate vote-splitting, has he now. According to this ex- 

planation, he voted for almost any incumbent who did not offer to 
Foekthie boatarake'a pest of himself. Ev Dirksen got in by keep- 
ing his head down, except to add one magic word to the Eisenhower 
slogan of peace, progress and prosperity. The word: “tranquility.” 
The only incumbent Democratic Congressman in Illinois who was 
defeated, James Murray, discovered too late that a Stevenson-type 
campaign was wrong: “They don’t want to hear about problems.” 

A third explanation correlates the results with the strength of 
the state party organizations, as evidenced by the Republican vic- 
tories in Connecticut, New Jersey and New Mexico, and by the 
Democratic showing in Pennsylvania, Michigan and Minnesota. 
Yet all these states went for Ike; and the remarkable thing is the 
number of monkey wrenches which the Republicans threw into 
the best-oiled Democratic machinery. Jersey City, Cook County,

Pittsburgh, Ballimore, Gary, Houston and many another old Dem- 
ocratic stronghold either went Republican or registered phenome- 
nal Republican gains. So did most of the South. 

This wrecking job, though it did not yield a Republican Con- 
gress, is the most significant single lesson of last week’s vote. The 
old Roosevelt coalition of Solid South, urban labor, Negroes and 
liberals and other minorities, is now dented beyond repair. Party 
loyalties and prejudices are in flux. The Republicans therefore have 
a new chance to build their party on a national base that will sur- 
vive Dwight Eisenhower. For this task they will do well to etch 
more deeply the modern and liberal stamp he has given them. But 
there is another lesson from the returns which may be even more 
useful in the long run. 

Ike is not the only strong and attractive personality who won 
this year. In scores of local contests, after all the other explana- 
tions are in, personality was a decisive factor. Lausche’s upstream 
victory in Ohio, Muskie’s in Maine, Cooper’s in Kentucky were all 
personal victories. So to a lesser extent were those of the new gov- 
ernors of West Virginia (Rep.) and Massachusetts (Dem.). Senator- 
elect Clark of Pennsylvania, though his personality resembles Ste- 
yenson’s, projected it very successfully against the waning p 
sonality of Jim Duff. Langlie and McKay, carrying Ike’s speci 
blessing, might have won in most leagues, but they were up against 
two of the highest-powered political personalities in the country, 
Magnuson and Wayne Morse. Congressman Walter Judd of Min- 
nesota won his eighth term because he is Walter Judd. And Her- 
man Welker lost in Idaho because he is Herman Welker 

Give the voter a choice between a dim and a forceful candidate 
—especially when there are no great party issues—and the voter 
will pick the latter. Political personality is not easy to define, but 
it does not consist of hiding behind a greater personality, even 
that of Eisenhower. Nor is it the monopoly of either party. It is a 
mysterious but permanent k to success in American polities. The 
Republicans, if they aim to build a majority coalition for *60, will 
do well to pick their candidates and program with this in mind.

Miler whose suspension brought year’s biggest sports controversy tells how ‘brown envelope’ system worked 


Although his suspension took place last spring, the case of Wes Santee 
has never really been closed. The fastest miler in the U.S., Santee 
was barred from amateur meets by the Amateur Athletic Union which 
charged him with having accepted more expense money than the rules 
allowed. His case raised the whole troublesome question of just how 
much amateur athletes can be helped financially before they become pro- 
fessionals. The debate over the suspension has been raging ever since 
it took effect with many athletes testifying that what Santee did was 
general amateur practice (Lire, April 20). Santee, a Marine lieutenant, 
has finally given up his long battle for reinstatement as an amateur and 
here, for the first time, he gives in full detail his version of the case. 


hy WES SANTEE 


I was offered—and given—more than $10,000 for run- 
he mile with no more initiative on my part than answering 
the telephone and accepting promoters’ offers of expense money. 

It is common knowledge among top-notch track athletes that most 


of them receive expense money far above what is permitted by the 
outmoded Amateur Athletic Union rules. I got more than most of the 


others because the mile is the feature event. If a meet promoter is 
without a leading pole vaulter or sprinter he can still have a big show. 
But he must have milers to pull crowds. 

I was not the first to receive padded expense money via the “little 
brown envelope.” Nor will I be the last. The practice has been a stand- 
ard one for years and it is going on right now, although promoters 
and competitors alike are being extra cautious. 

T can nov tell exactly how, why and when I a

money that the A.A.U. objected to, and why I consider that the 
A.A.U. unfairly singled me out for suspension 

I do not consider myself money-mad, but what is someone who 
must support his family supposed to do when money is given to him? 
Imight have said, “Sorry, that’s against the A.A.U. rules, You'll have 
to take that little brown envelope back.” But when the top A.A.U. 
members who promote the meets give you extra money while con- 
veying the impression that it is a perfectly normal procedure, it would 
seem absurd to reject it. 

Of the $10,000 I received last year, I spent a good portion on travel 
ing and living expenses on the road. I think I must have traveled mo: 
than the Harlem Globetrotters. The remainder of the money made it 
possible for me to afford to devote the time I needed for training, 

Most of the post-collegians on our 1956 Olympic track team are as 

guilty as I, but I don’t plan to blow the whistle on them. They've 
devoted years to building for the Olympics, as I did, at great personal 
sacrifice. If I talked, it would decimate the U.S. team. This would be 
ularly foolish since we all know how other nations competin 
Olympics, especially Russia, subsidize their athletes. The in 
vestigation of me has made things rough enough on the other Ameri- 
cans anyway.

that I first began to realize that running the mile better than any- 
one else in the country could be a pretty good thing financially. 
After [ accepted $300 expense money to go to the Boston A.A. meet 
and then set a new world indoor record for the mile there, Will 
Cloney, the Boston promoter, slipped me an extra $100.

IHILE I was at the Sugar Bowl meet in New Orleans, Clar- 

ence Dussault, an A.A.U. official who promotes the Boston 
Knights of Columbus meet, asked if I was interested in running 
there and at three other meets in Boston, Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington. I was already committed to go to Los Angeles on the date 
of the Boston meet, but I signed entry blanks for the others, Dus- 
sault said representatives of the meets would call. 

Fred Stapleford, then the director of the Philadelphia meet, tele- 
phoned to ask how much my expenses would be. The practice is for 
athletes to answer, “How much expense money are you giving?” 
When he-said $250, I accepted. He added I could receive another 
(0 from Howard Bailey of the Washington Star for running in 
that city the following evening. 

Although the Philadelphia and Washington meets were on suc- 
ceeding nights and only a short distance apart, I received full plane 
fare for each one along with other expenses to and from my home 
in Lawrence, Kan. This is common practice and is one easy way 
for an athlete to get around the A.A.U. rules. 

At the big indoor meets there now seems to be some kind of 
regular union scale, The more successful events, such as the Mill- 
rose Games, pay between $600 and $800 for top attractions, where- 
as meets such as Washington, where the stadium is small, pay top 
athletes about $250. Of course transportation and living expenses 
always must be taken out of these sums, but the expense money 
adds up to somewhat more than the $15 day allowed by the A.A.U.

New York Knights of Columbus meet, gave me $700. Ferris asked 
f $150 would be enough for the National A.A.U. meet. I said it 
wasn’t sufficient. He replied, “I'll send you a check.” It was for 
$190, just three or four dollars in excess of the A.A.U. limit. 

But whereas I got $190, only enough to get by, Ernie Shelton, 
a fine high jumper from Southern California, wasn’t allowed 
enough money to pay for tourist plane fare and meals. Dan Ferris 
told him, “That's all I have, take it or leave it.” An intense com- 
petitor, Shelton took it and came to New York, He could be treated 
in this shabby manner only because he was considered expendable. 

The Milwaukee and Chicago meets are run by newspapers which 
keep abreast of the times. But still I was surprised when the Mil- 
waukee paper called and asked me if $1,100 would be enough ex- 

se money. I nearly dropped the phone. “I'll tell you it is,” L 
ved it all in cash except for $150. At Chicago 
and earlier at Cleveland I received $1,000 per meet. 

At Milwaukee fans were turned away, and I was told by the pro- 
moters how happy they were that I could run there. But then, I 
met nothing but happy promoters while I was running. 

Be AME more and more aware how necessary my presence 

s for a major meet as bids came in from every such event 
in the country. I received many more than I could accept. Pro- 
moters really went to extremes sometimes to get the stars they 
wanted. One of the most elaborate promotional jobs I ever en- 
countered was done for the Los Angeles Coliseum Relays by the 
Helms Athletic Foundation sponsored by Helms Bakeries. 

I was first contacted a year in advance of their 1955 meet when 
I received an invitation mounted in a fancy wooden setting. Then 
came a diploma from the mayor of Los Angeles requesting that I 
compete. Next Helms Bakeries sent us fruitcakes for the holidays. 
Finally Bill Schroeder of Helms called and offered me $800 to run. 
I accepted. But some weeks before the meet, I learned that I 
would be competing against a runner who I believed had fouled me 
several times in a recent race. I did not want to run against him. 
I so informed Schroeder. He asked if I would run if he gave me an 
extra $200 and made the other runner mind his tactics. I agreed. 
The Coliseum mile drew more than 60,000, the biggest crowd ever. 

This was the only meet where I actually bargained for money, 
a mistake for an athlete who wants to keep A.A.U. officials as 
well as promoters happy. When I was still at Kansas University, 
Thad been advised by Fred Wilt, one of our postwar distance stars, 
against making any specific demands. At a bull session among Wilt, 
Bob Richards, Mal Whitfield and myself, Wilt said, “Wes, when 
you get out of college and start running in the east, you will be 
given padded expense money, more than you need to spend.” 

He told me not to be like a contemporary of his who was nasty 
to officials and always demanded a specific price. “They'll pay 
you if you run well and put on a big show.”

My reaction was “So that’s what’s going on?” I was naive then 
about the practices, but Wilt’s advice proved sound. The pro- 
moters were interested only in getting me to run, not in how much 
expense money they had to give me. 

had good ‘relations with all promoters. I always did my best 
to help the promoters. To stimulate publicity I would appear on 
as many radio and TV shows as I was asked to, meet the press 
and talk at club meetings. 

My appearance at the Los Angeles Coliseum Relays and the next 
night at the Modesto Relays in northern California led directly to 
my clash with the A.A.U, After the race at Modesto, Director ‘Tom 
Moore handed me $400 as per our agreement, but it was a check. 
It wasn’t in cash as had always been the case previously. But I 
was in a hurry to get back home to my wife and our new baby so 
I didn’t ask him for even part of the money in cash. 

This turned out to be an error which provided the A.A.U. with 
Aantal ot against me. The ensuing investigation showed that I 
(0 from the Coliseum (the ret emainde er of the $1,000 
was fon Helms and not listed on the travel form) and $400 from 
Modesto on succeeding nights. 

When the San Francisco Chronicle broke the story that I had 
received $3,000 in expense money for California meets, Moore 
panicked. Although the promoter's usual practice is to remain 
silent regardless of his feelings, Moore admitted giving me the 
$400. Later, after a meeting with northern California A.A.U. Lead- 
er Harold Berliner, he falsely charged that I “shook him down” 
by asking for more money a few days before the meet. 


A startling denunciation 


HE exposé occurred two days before the Compton Invitational 

at Compton, Calif. I went on to win the mile there in 4:01:2. 
I was still only slightly concerned, figuring the affair would blow 
over almost at once. 

In November I was cleared of charges by the Missouri Valley 
A.A.U, Board of Managers after having been declared ineligible 
by a committee of that group. I think the matter would have died 
there but for Judge Bland and Coach Fran Welch of my home 
A.A.U. Association in Kansas. Bland is a stickler for enforcing 
rules as written. Welch, who is coach at Kansas State Teachers 
College at Emporia, had been unhappy because one of his runners 
wasn’t getting bids to compete in the east. Bland and Welch agi- 
tated for the National A.A.U. to do something about my case. 

In stepped Avery Brundage, with a long denunciation of me 
before the A.A.U. convention. This continuation of many shots 
he had previously taken at me was brought on by a magazine article 
in which the writer misquoted me as saying I intended to run as 
long as I could make it pay. At that time I was completely una- 
ware of the monetary potential of the sport. I was, and still am, 
more interested in running a four-minute mile. But I couldn’t 
afford the luxury of full-time devotion to the project without some 
sort of financial aid.

Germany in 1953, I asked a German official if 1 could trade in 
several prizes I'd won on a bigger prize. a $125 camera I wanted. 
All of us on tour of Europe combined several smaller awards for 
a big one. He said it was all right. Then later he changed his mind 
and said it was against the rules. I blew my top and ‘told him off. 
He wrote a lengthy report to Ferris, calling for my suspension. 

I received a call from Ferris about the matter. He said he was 
disturbed by the reports and that it could mean suspension for 
me. But, he added, I should plan to come to New York to run in 
the National A.A.U. meet and attend a hearing on the subject. If 
I did that, he thought things could be worked out. Our Kansa: 
team had a meet on the day that he wanted me to run in New 
York so I couldn't be there. I was later put on probation and pre- 
vented from going overseas for a year. 


A farcical trial 


Y trial before the A.A.U. was an utter farce. Before it began 
Pincus Sober, the A.A.U. lawyer and former half-miler whose 
committee handled my case, indicated that the group planned to 
throw the book at me. He suggested that I confess everything, 
throw myself on the A.A.U.’s mercy and beg forgiveness. But 
even all this, Sober said, would not prevent my suspension. 
It was then that I brought Charles P. Grimes, a respected lawyer, 
into the battle. That made the A.A.U. angry, and the fight became 
bloody. I remember one exchange between the two lawyers. When 
Grimes called “Pinky” to ask “where in the rulebook authorit 
was given his committee to act, Sober shot back, “It’s none of 
your business!” Sober’s questions to me were cunningly put, 
always designed to trick me. Sober’s performance no doubt en- 
deared him to Brundage, Lyman Bingham and Ferris, those very 
tired old men who run the A.A.U. 

I deeply regret not being able to run at Melbourne. I don’t know 
if I would win, but I feel I would be among the top three. I am 
not bitter about my disqualification from amateur ranks. If I had 
it to do over, I would follow the same pattern, which others in my 
position have followed for 25 years. 

It's a full-time job to be the world’s top miler, and I ha 
tremendous desire to be just that. The A.A.U, . 
to get by on the expense allowances permitted by their rules. My 
answer to that is, “Yes, if you want to become an athletic bum.” 

What’s the solution to this “amateur” problem? Perhaps a 
m such as the Phillips Petroleum Co. maintains in basket- 
They pick athletes with brain and brawn for company posi- 
tions and to play on their team. I would be happy to run under 
such a program.

The torrent of country music which pours out of Nashville started 
officially in 1925 with a champion Tennessee fiddler named Uncle Jim- 
my Thompson, who despite his 80 years could “fiddle all the bugs off 
a sweet potato vine.” Jimmy was invited to play one Saturday night 
on the new WSM radio station. He drew so much joyful comment that 
from then on the station was besieged by fiddlers, guitar plunkers and 
harmonica huffers. Other stations were realizing they also had un- 
tapped talent in backwoods musicians, who ordinarily played only for 
barn dances and hoedowns, and the era of country music began. 
The first earmark of country music is a strong, contagious beat, ac- 
cented by slapping the bass strings, while the fiddles skitter and whine 
and the electric guitars seem to wail like lovesick loons. Many songs 
are written in swingy waltz time, with some notes held over for an 
unexpected extra beat as if the singer were too moved to go on, or 
were stopping to think up the next line. Country music has lost much 
of the freshness of the old folk songs from which it stems. But it 
retains the old songs’ blunt appeal to human emotions.

The Hectic Daily Rat Race 
of a Master U.S. Cartoonist 


H== LAWRENCE BLOCK, who signs his pic- 
tures ‘“‘Herblock,” once wrote: ‘‘Cartoons don’t 
exactly make up into lace valentines—they’re not 
supposed to.” It was in keeping with this tradition 
that Herblock, one of the few remaining masters of a 
once great but sadly declining art, went through the 
1956 presidential campaign, And when the man of 
whom he had been critical was re-elected hands down, 
Herblock stayed in character. He eschewed the post- 
election handshake and kept a touch of the needle. 
As always, the cartoon came hard to Herblock. How 
he went through the throes of doing it—and how it 
came out—is shown on these pages. 

Chicago-born Herblock, a shambling man of 47, 
has won two Pulitzer prizes and is acknowledged to be 
the country’s leading political cartoonist. He now 
works for the Washington Post and Times-Herald and 
is syndicated in 179 papers. Though he has a strong 
ir Deal slant, he has taken pot shots at 
the Democrats and insists he is an independent. He 
operates, he says, on the theory that criticism should 
be dealt out where it seems most needed, without try- 
ing to keep score: ‘‘In our line of work, we have to

Herblock loves to take sides—‘T don't know what's so 
fascinating about the middle-of-the-road. It has the same 
attraction for some people as a coffee cup has for cigaret 
butts, the ideal place to dump any decision.” His opponents 
deplore or admire him but rarely ignore him. ‘I’m discon- 
certed,” he says, “‘when I hear someone I’ve just tried to an- 
nihilate chuckling on the phone and asking for a drawing. 
Sometimes I thumb quickly through the paper with one hand 
to make sure we're both talking about the same cartoon.” 

There is no sign that Herblock will modify his dislikes, 
which include the D.A.R., the A.M.A., the Soviet Union, 
Herbert Hoover and Herbert Brownell.

A History of the English-Speaking Peoples, Vol. II, Part IV 


THE CURSE 
OF CROMWELL 


by SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL 


THE GREAT CIVIL WAR that ended in the execution of 
Charles I plunged England into 10 years of Puritan dictator- 
ship under the bleak military rule of Oliver Cromwell. The 
Ironside Army was still the most powerful force in the coun- 
try, and to keep it from disrupting civil affairs Cromwell 
decided to lead a holy war against the Irish Catholics. 
The Irish might have saved themselves from disaster by 
uniting with the Protestant Royalists under the Marquess of 


IROMWELL’S CAMPAIGN of 1649 in Ireland was cold- 
blooded, and imbued with those Old Testament sen- 
timents which dominated the minds of the Puritans. 
Ormonde’s army was grievously weakened before Crom- 

well landed, but he had occupied the towns of Drogheda and 
Wexford and was resolved to defend them. Upon these Cromwell 
marched with his ten thousand veteran troops. 

Ormonde would have done better to have kept the open field 
with his regulars and allowed the severities of the Puritan invaders 
to rally the Irish nation behind him. Instead he hoped that Crom- 
well would break his teeth upon a long siege of Drogheda, in which 
he placed a garrison of three thousand men, comprising the flower 
of the Irish Royalists, and English volunteers. Cromwell saw that 
the destruction of these men would not only ruin Ormonde’s mili- 
tary power, but spread a helpful terror throughout the island. He 
therefore resolved upon a deed of ‘‘frightfulness” deeply embar- 
rassing to his nineteenth-century admirers and apologists. 

Having unsuccessfully summoned the garrison to surrender, he 
breached the ramparts with his cannon, and at the third assault, 
which he led himself, stormed the town. There followed a massacre 
so all-effacing as to startle even the opinion of those fierce times. 
All were put to the sword. Every priest and friar was butchered. 
The corpses were carefully ransacked for valuables. The Governor, 
Sir Arthur Ashton, had an artificial leg, which the Ironsides believed 
to be made of gold; however it was only in his belt they found his 
private fortune. The ferreting out and slaughter of those in hiding 
lasted till the third day. 

There is no dispute about the facts, for Oliver told his own tale 
in his letter to John Bradshaw, President of the Council of State. 
“‘It hath pleased God to bless our endeavors at Tredah [for thus he 
spelt Drogheda]. After battery, we stormed it. The Enemy were 
about 3000 strong in the Town. They made a stout resistance; and 
near 1000 of our men being entered, the Enemy forced them out 
again, But God giving a new courage to our men, they attempted 
again, and entered; beating the Enemy from their defenses. . . . 
Being thus entered, we refused them quarter: having, the day before, 
summoned the Town. I believe we put to the sword the whole num- 
ber of the defendants. . . . I do not believe, neither do I hear, that 
any officer escaped with his life, save only one. ... The Enemy 
upon this were filled with much terror. And truly I believe this 
bitterness will save much effusion of blood, through the goodness 
of God. . . . I wish that all honest hearts may give the glory of this 


Ormonde, whose army of 12,000 men was ready to defy Crom- 
well’s Puritans. But they did not. Cromwell was able to land 
his army and to pursue the subjection of Ireland with delib- 
erate and sensational brutality. 

As in all instalments of this series, transitional paragraphs 
have been prepared to serve as bridges between passages of 
the History. These transitions are indented from Sir Winston's 


text, which now begins. 


to God alone, to whom indeed the praise of this mercy belongs.” 

In another letter to Speaker Lenthall he gave further details. 
“Divers of the Enemy retreated into the Mill-Mount: a place very 
strong and of difficult access. ... The Governor, Sir Arthur Ash- 
ton, and divers considerable Officers being there, our men getting 
up to them, were ordered by me to put them all to the sword. And 
indeed, being in the heat of action, I forbade them to spare any 
that were in arms in the Town: and, I think, that night they put to 
the sword about 2000 men;—divers of the officers and soldiers being 
fled over the Bridge into the other part of the Town, where about 
100 of them possessed St. Peter’s Church-steeple. . . . These being 
summoned to yield to mercy, refused. Whereupon | ordered the 
steeple of St. Peter's Church to be fired, when one of them was 
heard to say in the midst of the flames, ‘God damn me, God con- 
found me; I burn, | burn.’ ” 

“Tam persuaded,” Cromwell added, ‘‘that this is a righteous 
judgment of God upon these barbarous wretches, who have im- 
brued their hands in so much innocent blood.” A similar atrocity 
was perpetrated a few weeks later at the storm of Wexford. 

In the safe and comfortable days of Queen Victoria, when Lib- 
erals and Conservatives, Gladstone and Disraeli, contended about 
the past, and when Irish Nationalists and Radical Nonconformists 
championed their old causes, a school grew up to gape in awe and 
some in furtive admiration at these savage crimes. Men thought 
such scenes were gone forever, and that while moving into a broad 
age of peace, money-making, and debatings they could afford to 
pay their tributes to the rugged warriors who had laid the founda- 
tions of a liberal society. The twentieth century has sharply recalled 
its intellectuals from such vain indulgences. We have seen the tech- 
nique of **frightfulness” applied in our own time with Cromwellian 
brutality and upon a far larger scale. We know too much of despots 
and their moods and power to practice the philosophic detachment 
of our grandfathers. It is necessary to recur to the simpler principle 
that the wholesale slaughter of unarmed or disarmed men marks 
with a mordant and eternal brand the memory of conquerors, how- 
ever they may have prospered. 

In Oliver's smoky soul there were evident misgivings. He writes 
of the “‘remorse and regret” which are inseparable from such 
crimes. While brazening them out, he offers diverse excuses, eagerly 
lapped up by his biographer, Carlyle. By a terrifying example he 
believed that he had saved far greater bloodshed. But this did not 
prove true. The war continued in squalid, murderous fashion for 
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two years after he had left Ireland. He shielded himself behind 
“the heat of action” when his troops had not suffered a hundred 
casualties, and when, in the German historian Ranke’s impartial 
judgment, “there throughout mingled a cold-blooded calculation 
and a violence which is deliberate.” Above all, the conscience of 
man must recoil from the monster of a faction-god projected from 
the mind of an ambitious, interested politician on whose lips the 
words “righteousness” and “mercy” were mockery. 

Cromwell in Ireland, disposing of overwhelming strength and 
using it with merciless wickedness, debased the standards of human 
conduct and sensibly darkened the journey of mankind. Cromwell’s 
Irish massacres find numberless compeers in the history of all coun- 
tries during and since the Stone Age. It is therefore only neces- 
sary to strip men capable’ of such deeds of all title to honor, 
whether it be the light which plays around a great captain of 
war or the long repute which covers the severities of a successful 
prince or statesman. 

We have seen the many ties which at one time or another have 
joined the inhabitants of the Western islands, and even in Ireland 
itself offered a tolerable way of life to Protestants and Catholics 
alike. Upon all these Cromwell's record was a lasting bane. By an 
uncompleted process of terror, by an iniquitous land settlement, 
by the virtual proscription of the Catholic religion, by the bloody 
deeds already described, he cut new gulfs between the nations and 
the creeds. The native inhabitants, for their part, across three hun- 
dred years, have used as their keenest expression of hatred ‘‘The 
curse of Cromwell on you.” The consequences of Cromwell’s rule 
in Ireland have distressed and at times distracted English politics 
down even to the present day. To heal them baffled the skill and 
loyalties of successive generations. They became for a time a potent 
obstacle to the harmony of the English-speaking peoples through- 
out the world. Upon all of us there still lies **the curse of Cromwell.” 


AUTOCRACY marked Cromwell’s rule. The famous 
Long Parliament had been purged of all members who 
failed to accept the Puritan vision, but even the re- 
maining ‘*Rump” Parliament never achieved that nicely 
balanced blend of competence and acquiescence th: 
Cromwell kept seeking. His disposal of the ‘*Rump”™ 
gave a telling measure of the political temper of the 
man. Sir Winston resumes his narrative. 


ROMWELL went to the House on April 20, 1653, accom- 

panied by thirty musketeers. He took his seat and for a time 
listened to the debate. Then, rising in his place, he made a speech 
which grew in anger as it proceeded. ‘‘Come, come,” he concluded, 
“I will put an end to your prating. You are no Parliament.” He 
called in his musketeers to clear the House and lock the doors. 
While the indignant politicians, most of whom were men of force 
and fire, were being hustled into the street the General's eye fell 
on the Mace, symbol of the Speaker's authority. ‘*What shall we 
do with this bauble?” he asked. “‘Take it away!” That night a 
Cockney wit scribbled on the door of St. Stephen's, *‘This House 
to let—unfurnished.” 

To this halt then had come that famous effort in which Pym 
and Hampden had consumed their lives. Here sank for the moment 
all the constitutional safeguards and processes built and treasured 
across the centuries, from Simon de Montfort to the Petition of 
Right. One man’s will now ruled. One puzzled, self-questioning, 
but explosive spirit became for a spell the guardian of the slowly 
gathered work of ages, and of the continuity of the English message. 

Cromwell, although crafty and ruthless as occasion claimed, was 
at all times a reluctant and apologetic dictator. He recognized and 
deplored the arbitrary character of his own rule, but he had no 
difficulty in persuading himself that his authority sprang both from 
Above and below. Was he not the new Moses, the chosen Pro- 
tector of the people of God, commanded to lead them into the 
Promised Land, if that could indeed be found? 

Cromwell only desired personal power in order to have things 
settled in accord with his vision, not of himself or his fame but of 
the England of his youthful dreams. He was a giant laggard from

the Elizabethan age, a ‘‘rustic Tudor gentleman, born out of due 
time.” In foreign policy he was still fighting the Spanish Armada, 
ever ardent to lead his Ironside redcoats against the stakes and 
fagots of some Grand Inquisitor, or the idolatrous superstitions of 
an Italian Pope. Were these not now ripe for the sickle; aye, for 
the same sickle which had shorn down the malignant Cavaliers at 
Marston Moor and Naseby and had exterminated the Papists of 
Wexford and Drogheda? In vain did John Thurloe, the able and 
devoted Secretary to the Council of State, point out, what was al- 
ready so plain, that Spain was in decay, and that in the ever- 
growing power of the united France which Richelieu and Mazarin 
had welded lay the menace of the future. None of this was appar- 
ent to the Master. He sharpened his heavy sword for Don Quixote 
and the successors of Torquemada. 


THE FRETFUL SEARCH for some saving political 
device went on as Cromwell tried again and again to 
handpick an obedient Parliament. Army leaders drew 
up an “Instrument of Government” making Cromwell 
Lord Protector. Naked military dictatorship supervened, 
with England and Wales divided into districts under 11 
major-generals. Cromwell was even offered the Crown, 
The offer appealed to him, though he dismissed it as a 
mere ‘feather in a hat,” but he knew the Army would 
not stand for it. Rejecting the trappings of royalty, he 
set about enjoining Puritan morality. 


HE English Puritans, like their brethren in Massachusetts, 
concerned themselves actively with the repression of vice. 
All betting and gambling were forbidden. In 1650 a law was passed

making adultery punishable by death, a ferocity mitigated by the 
fact that nothing would convince the juries of the guilt of the ac- 
cused. Drunkenness was attacked vigorously and great numbers of 
alehouses were closed. Swearing was an offense punishable by a 
graduated scale of fines: a duke paid 30s. for his first offense, a 
baron 20s., and a squire 10s, Common people could relieve their 
feelings at 3s. 4d. Not much was allowed for their money; one man 
was fined for saying ‘*God is my witness,” another for saying 
“Upon my life.” These were hard times. The feast days of the 
Church, regarded as superstitious indulgences, were replaced by a 
monthly fast day. Christmas excited the most fervent hostility of 
these fanatics. Parliament was deeply concerned at the liberty 
which it gave to carnal and sensual delights. Soldiers were sent 
round London on Christmas Day before dinnertime to enter pri- 
vate houses without warrants and seize meat cooking in all kitchens 
and ovens. Everywhere was prying and spying. 

All over the country the Maypoles were hewn down, lest old 
village dances around them should lead to immorality or at least 
to levity. Walking abroad on the Sabbath, except to go to church, 
was punished, and a man was fined for going to a neighboring 
parish to hear a sermon. It was even proposed to forbid people 
sitting at their doors or leaning against them on the Sabbath. Bear- 
baiting and cock-fighting were effectually ended by shooting the 
bears and wringing the necks of the cocks. All forms of athletic 
sports, horse-racing, and wrestling were banned, and sumptuary 
laws sought to remove all ornaments from male and female attire. 

One may easily see how desire for office or promotion led to 
hypocrisy. If sour looks, upturned eyes, nasal twang, speech gar- 
nished with Old Testament texts, were means to favor, there were 
others who could assume them besides those naturally afflicted by 
such habits. But behind all this apparatus of cant and malignity 
stood an army of disciplined sectaries, who constantly extorted 


increases both of their numbers and their pay, and against whom 
none could make head. Their generals and colonels soon engrossed 
to themselves rich landed estates carved out of the Crown lands, 

To the mass of the nation however the rule of Cromwell mani- 
fested itself in the form of numberless and miserable petty tyran- 
nies, and thus became hated as no Government has ever been hated 
in England before or since. For the first time the English people felt 
themselves governed from a center in the control of which they 
had no say. Anger and hatred welled the stronger because their 
expression was difficult. The old kings might have harried the no- 
bles and taxed the rich; but here were personages who had climbed 
up by lawless, bloody violations, and presumed to order the life 
and habits of every village and to shift custom from the channels 
which it had cut in the flow of centuries. What wonder that under 
the oak-leaves, broad and far throughout the countryside, men 
dreamed fondly of what they called the good old times and yearned 
for the day when “the King shall enjoy his own again”? 

Then on September 3, 1658, in the crash and howling of a mighty 
storm, death came to the Lord Protector. He had nominated his 
eldest son, Richard, a harmless country gentleman, as his successor, 
and for the moment none disputed his will. If in. a tremendous crisis 
Cromwell's sword had saved the cause of Parliament, he must 
stand before history as a representative of dictatorship and military 
rule who, with all his qualities as a soldier and a statesman, is in 
lasting discord with the genius of the English race. 


THE RESTORATION 


THE UNMOURNED DEATH of Cromwell swiftly un- 
did his cold and graceless work. His son Richard lacked 
the force for dictatorship and was soon out of office. A 
widespread Royalist movement grew, and Charles II, a 
cheerful, patient prince, looked up hopefully from his 
long exile in Europe. At last the commander in Scot- 
land, General George Monk, marched to London, called 
a new Parliament, and summoned Charles to the throne. 


ARLIAMENT hastened to send the exiled Charles a large sum 

of money for his convenience, and soon concerned itself with 
the crimson velvet furniture of his coaches of State. The Fleet, once 
so hostile, was sent to conduct him to his native shores. Immense 
crowds awaited him at Dover. There on May 25, 1660, General 
Monk received him with profound reverence as he landed. The 
journey to London was triumphal. All classes crowded to welcome 
the King home to his own. They cheered and wept in uncontrolla- 
ble emotion. They felt themselves delivered from a nightmare. They 
now dreamed they had entered a Golden Age. Charles and a hand- 
ful of wanderers who had shared the royal misfortunes gazed about 
them in astonishment. Could this be the same island from which 
they had escaped so narrowly only a few years back? Still more 
must Charles have wondered whether he slept or waked when he 
saw the dark, glistening columns of the Ironside Army drawn up 
in stately array and dutiful obedience. 

The entry to the City was a blaze of thanksgiving. The Lord 
Mayor and Councillors of rebel London led the festival. Both 
Houses of Parliament acknowledged their devotion to his rights 
and person. And all around the masses, rich and poor, Cavalier and 
Roundhead, Episcopalian, Presbyterian, and Independent, framed 
a scene of reconciliation and rejoicing without compare in history. 
It was England's supreme day of joy. 

The wheel had not however swung a full circle, as many might 
have thought. This was not only the restoration of the monarchy; 
it was the restoration of Parliament. The House of Commons had 
broken the Crown in the field; it had at length mastered the terrible 
Army it had created for that purpose. It had purged itself of its own 
excesses, and now stood forth beyond all challenge, or even need of 
argument, as the dominant institution of the realm. All that was 
solid in the constitutional claims put forward against Charles | had 
become so deeply rooted that it was not even necessary to mention 
it. All the laws of the Long Parliament since Charles | quitted Lon- 
don at the beginning of 1642, all the statutes of the Commonwealth 
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or of the Protectorate, now fell to the ground. But there remained 
the potent limitations of the Prerogative to which Charles I had 
agreed. The statutes to which he had set his seal were valid. The 
work of 1641 still stood. Above all, everyone now took it for 
granted that the Crown was the instrument of Parliament and 
the King the servant of his people. 


THE SPIRIT OF THE KING was generous. The men- 
acing Army was swiftly disbanded, and less than a dozen 
citizens paid with their heads for all the indignities the 
Crown had suffered. The new Commons was far less 
generous. Instead of profiting from the lessons of reli- 
gious intolerance, this Parliament tried to exclude all but 
Royalist Anglicans from office and to make life unpleas- 
ant for everyone else. In so doing it prepared the way for 
the rise of conservative and liberal parties, soon to be 
known as Tories and Whigs. 

But to cheerful King Charles these were matters of 
small importance, Restoration life became an odd mix- 
ture of social extravagance and natural disaster as the 
King and his court set a gaily immoral example of reac- 
tion to the Puritan pall. 


OURT life was one unceasing flagrant and brazen scandal. 
Charles II’s two principal mistresses, Barbara Villiers, created 
Countess of Castlemaine, and 
Louise de Kérouaille—**Mad- 
ame Carwell,” as the English 
called her—created Duchess of 
Portsmouth, beguiled his lei- 
sure and amused themselves 
with foreign affairs. His mar- 
riage with Catherine of Bra- 
ganza, who brought a rich dow- 
ry, in no way interrupted these 
dissipations. His treatment of 
his wife was cruel to an ex- 
treme degree; he forced her to 
accept his mistress Barbara as 
her Lady-in-Waiting. The re- 
fined, devout Portuguese prin- 
cess on one occasion was so 
outraged that the blood gushed 
from her nostrils and she was 
borne swooning from the Court. 
It was with relief that the pub- 
lic learned that the King had 
taken a mistress from the peo- 
ple, the transcendently beau- 
tiful and good-natured Nell 
Gwyn, who was lustily cheered 
in the streets as “the Protes- 
tant whore.” But these were 
only the more notorious features 
of a life of lust and self-indul- 
gence which disgraced a Chris- . 
tian throne, and in an Asiatic 
Court would have been veiled 
in the mysteries of the seraglio. 
The King’s example spread 
its demoralization far and wide, and the sense of relief from the 
tyranny of the Puritans spurred forward every amorous adven- 
ture. Nature, affronted, reclaimed her rights with usury. The 
Commonwealth Parliament had punished adultery by death; 
Charles scourged chastity and faithfulness with ridicule. 

There can however be no doubt that the mass of the nation in all 
classes preferred the lax rule of the sinners to the rigorous discipline 
of the saints. The people of England did not wish to be the people 
of God in the sense of the Puritan God. They descended with 
thankfulness from the superhuman levels to which they had been 
painfully hoisted. The heroic age of the constitutional conflict and

of the Civil Wars and the grim manifestation of the Puritan Empire 
were no more. All shrank to a smaller size and an easier pace. 
Charles noticed how much weaker was the type of manhood of the 
new generation he found about him than the high-spirited Cava- 
liers and rugged Roundheads who were dying off. 

It is inevitable that after a period of intense effort there should 
follow one of exhaustion and disarray. But this was a fleeting view. 
The race endured, and in Charles’s Court, at his side, there was 
already a young man, an ensign in his Guards, a partner in his 
games at tennis, an intruder, as he learned with some displeasure, 
in the affections of Lady Castlemaine, who would one day grasp a 
longer and a brighter sword than Cromwell’s and wield it in wider 
fields only against the enemies of British greatness and freedom. 

A Dorsetshire squire, Winston Churchill, along with his father, 
had fought in the Royalist ranks and had been wounded, mulcted, 
and expropriated by the Roundheads. The King could do little for 
his faithful adherent. He tried without success to persuade his First 
Minister Clarendon to include Sir Winston in his private committee 
of Parliamentary managers. But he found a place at Court for Sir 
Winston's son as one of his own pages, and for his daughter Ara- 
bella in the household of the Duchess of York. Both improved their 
advantage. John Churchill obtained a commission in the Guards; 
Arabella became the mistress of the Duke of York. 


'ROM the spring of 1665 the Great Plague raged in London. 
Never since the Black Death in 1348 had pestilence spread 
such ravages. In London about seven thousand people died in 
a single week. The Court retired 
to Salisbury, leaving the capital 
in the charge of General Monk, 
whose nerves were equal to ev- 
ery kind of strain. Daniel De- 
foe's Journal of the Plague Year 
reconstructs for us in vivid, sear- 
ing style the panic and horror. 
The worst of the plague was 
over when in September 1666 
the Great Fire engulfed the tor- 
mented capital. It broke out near 
London Bridge in a narrow 
street of wooden houses, and, 
driven bya strong east wind, the 
flames spread with resistless fury 
for four whole days. Among the 
Puritans the plague and the fire 
were regarded as direct visita- 
tions by which the Almighty 
chastised the immorality of the 
age, and especially of the Court, 
Wild suspicions that the fire was 
the work of Anabaptists, Cath- 
olics, or foreigners maddened 
the mob. The King, who had re- 
turned to London, acquitted 
himself with courage and hu- 
manity. When the fire was at 
length stopped outside the City 
walls by blowing up whole 
streets, more than thirteen thou- 
sand dwelling-houses, eighty- 
nine churches, and St. Paul's 
Cathedral had been devoured. 
The warehouses containing the merchandise for months of trade 
and many warlike stores were destroyed. The yield of the chimney 
tax, then so important to the revenue, was ruined. Yet the fire e: 
guished the plague, and to later times it seems that the real calamity 
was not so much the destruction of the insanitary medieval city as 
the failure to carry through Christopher Wren’s plan for rebuilding

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AN ARDENT KING'S

The Puritan pall that Cromwell's Protectorate left as its legacy 
could have found no more startling antidote than Charles II, **that 
known enemy of virginity and chastity, the monarch of Great Brit- 
ain,” as a friend affectionately called him, From irs of exile in 
Europe, Charles brought to England a vast and abiding love of the 
ladies. He took to himself a succession of beauties: Lucy, Barbara, 
Nell, Louise, here shown as they were portrayed by the court paint- 
ers. Even after his affections waned, the king provided for each of 
his mistr and the children they bore him. 

Such cheerful responsibility failed to console Queen Catherine. 
Yet she remained devoted to him. He, for his part, defended her 
against conspiracy charges, refused to divorce her, though she was 
childless, and, on dying, begged her pardon “with all my heart!”

Enamored of his ladies and his court, Charles also loved the ribald, 
raucous, rebellious England of his day, whose heart was the sprawl- 
ing city of London, teeming with 1.5 million people. Sometimes 
careless of his person, he unceremoniously rode its highways and 
byways to attend the theater and visit his friends. In 1666 the great 
fire broke out. ‘I to Whitehall,” wrote the diarist Samuel Pepys, 

. and I did give them an account dismayed them all . . . and 
did tell the King and Duke of York what I saw; and that unless 
his Majesty did command houses to be pulled down nothing could 
stop the fire.”* Heedless of the danger, Charles rushed to aid the fire- 
fighters and, following Pepys’s advice, ordered blocks of buildings 
blown up to contain the blaze. 

Charles's solicitude for London pervaded his dealings with crown 
officials, whom he named on merit and faithfully defended against 
the ever-changing factionalism of Parliament. Under Charles rose 
one of England’s great families, the Churchills, who, in the time 
of Charles, James II and their immediate successor: in pres- 
ent times—had a profound effect on the fortunes of their country. 


DESTROYING

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it as a unity of quays and avenues centered on St. Paul’s and the 
Royal Exchange. The task of reconstruction was nonetheless 
faced with courage, and from the ashes of the old cathedral rose 
the splendid dome of St. Paul’s as it stands today. 


CROSS the seas widespread thrusts were taking place, often 
on the initiative of the men on the spot rather than by 
planned direction from London. On the coasts of Newfound- 
land, English fishermen had revivified the earliest colony of the 
Crown. On the American mainland the British occupation of the 
entire eastern seaboard was almost complete. The capture of 
New York and the settlement of New Jersey had joined in con- 
tiguity the two existing groups of colonies that lay to the north 
and south. Inland the state of Pennsylvania was beginning to take 
shape as an asylum for the persecuted of all countries under the 
guidance of its Quaker proprietor, William Penn. To the south 
the two Carolinas had been founded. At the end of Charles's 
reign the American colonies contained about a quarter of a mil- 
lion settlers, not counting the increasing number of Negro slaves, 
“transshipped from Africa. The local assemblies of the colonists 
were sturdily asserting traditional English rights against the in- 
terventions of the King’s Ministers from London. 

Perhaps not many Englishmen at the time, absorbed in the 
pleasures and feuds of Restoration London, foresaw the broad 
prospects that stretched out before these comparatively small 
and distant American communities. One who caught a glimpse 
was Sir Winston Churchill. Toward the close of his life he wrote 
with pride of the new horizons of seventeenth-century Britain, 
“extending to those far-distant regions, now become a part of 
us and growing apace to be the bigger part, in the sun-burnt 
America.” But all this lay in the future. 


| THE TIDE of public and parliamentary opinion was 
seldom steady during Charles's 25-year reign. At one 
moment he was a popular symbol of monarchy, the 
next moment he flouted tradition and national pride. 
His cynical subservience to the Catholic monarchy of 
Louis XIV of France involved England in an unpop- 
ular and inconclusive war with the Dutch Protestants. 
Charles, like all the Stuarts, was constantly in need 
of money and actually accepted an allowance from 
Louis in return for supporting Louis’ schemes. 

But of far graver consequence was the problem of 
the succession. Since Charles had no legitimate chil- 
dren, the next king would be his brother James, a 
convert to Catholicism. A major part of the country, 
appalled by the prospect of a Catholic king, wanted 
to exclude James from the succession. From this 
struggle came England’s two great political parties. 
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T is in this interval that we first discern the use of those names 

Whig and Tory which were to divide the British Island for 
nearly two hundred years. During the year 1680, the gentry, who 
had the main power in the land, began to be disturbed at the 
violence of the Protestant Movement. The loathed memory of 
the Civil War and the so-called “‘Commonwealth” obsessed 
the older generation. If petitions for the exclusion of James were 
signed by many thousands in the cities and towns, so also ab- 
horrence of these demands upon the Crown was widespread in 
the country. But no parties could live under such labels as Peti- 
tioners and Abhorrers. Instead of naming themselves they named 
each other. 

The term “Whig” had described a sour, bigoted, canting, 
money-grubbing Scots Presbyterian. Irish Papist bandits ravag- 
ing estates and manor houses had been called *‘Tories.” Neither 
side was lacking in power of abuse: *‘A Tory is a monster with 
an English face, a French heart and an Irish conscience. A crea- 
ture of a large forehead, prodigious mouth, supple hams, and no 
brains.” The Whig, on the other hand, *‘talks of nothing but new 
light and prophecy . . . to which also the zealous twang of his 
nose adds no small efficacy. His prayer is a rhapsody of holy 
hickops, sanctified barkings, illuminated goggles, sighs, sobs, 
yexes, gasps, and groans.” 

One can see from these expressions of scorn and hatred how 
narrowly England escaped another cruel purging of the sword. 
Yet the names Whig and Tory not only stuck, but became cher- 
ished and vaunted by those upon whom they were fastened. They 
gradually entered into the whole life of the nation. 


DREAD OF A PAPIST KING led many English- 
men to look longingly at the Stadtholder of Holland, 
William of Orange. Married to Mary, James's eldest 
daughter, William was an inflexible Protestant, a man 
of high gifts, proven accomplishment and noble an- 
cestry. And he was by no means averse to the pros- 
pect of ruling England. 

But Charles I, who was indifferent to many mat- 
ters of state and religion, had one unshakeable re- 
solve: a legitimate succession. Through concessions 
and promises, through compromise and caution, he 
won his goal, and in 1685, at Charles's death, James If 
came to the throne. He would not sit on it for long. Wil- 
liam of Orange had only a few years to wait. 


‘OR the last two years of his brother's reign James had 
played a leading part in the realm. He had exploited the 
victory which Charles, by compliance, by using time, by an ig- 
nominious foreign policy, had gained for the house of Stuart. 
His accession to the throne seemed to him to be the vindication 
of the downright conceptions for which he had always stood. All 
he thought he needed to make him a real king, on the model 
now established in Europe by Louis XIV, was a loyal Fleet and 
a standing Army, well trained and equipped. Warlike command 
appealed strongly to his nature. To form land and sea forces 
devoted to the royal authority and to his person was his first 
‘object. Here was the key by which all doors might be opened. 
Prating Parliaments, a proud, politically minded nobility, the 
restored, triumphant Episcopacy, the blatant Whigs, the sullen, 
brooding Puritans, all would have to take their place once the 
King of England possessed a heavy, tempered, sharpened sword. 
But behind this there swelled in the King’s breast the hope 
that he might reconcile all his people to Catholicism and heal 
the schism which had rent Christendom for so many generations. 
He was resolved that there should at least be toleration among 
all English Christians. It is one of the disputes of history wheth- 
er toleration was all he sought. James was a convert to Rome. 
He was a bigot, and there was no sacrifice he would not make 
for his faith. Toleration was the natural first step to the revival 
of Catholicism. 
These large plans filled James’s resolute and obstinate mind. 
The English Protestant nation would have been very foolish to 
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trust themselves to the merciful tolerances of James II once he 
had obtained the absolute power he sought. 

They did not do so. They viewed with intense distrust every 
step he took in the name of toleration. They were quite sure, 
from his character, from his record, from his avowed unshake- 
able convictions, from the whole character of the Catholic Church 
at this time, that once he wielded the sword their choice would 
be the Mass or the stake. 

James took every measure which forethought could enjoin 
to grasp the royal power, and his earliest declarations carried 
comfort to an anxious land. He tried to dispel the belief that 
he was vindictive or inclined to arbitrary rule. ‘‘The laws of 
England,” he said, “‘are sufficient to make the King a great mon- 
arch.” He would maintain the rights and prerogative of the 
Crown, and would not invade any man’s property. He is even 
reported to have said that *‘as regards his private religious opin- 
ions, no one should perceive that he entertained them.” Never- 
theless, from the moment he felt himself effectively King, on 
the second Sunday after his accession, he went publicly to Mass. 


TROUBLE WITH PARLIAMENT was the watch- 
word of the Stuarts, and James II was no exception. 
In the first year of his reign his demand for a strong 
standing army—anathema to all who remembered 
Cromwell—and his announced intention of further- 
ing the cause of Catholics so distressed Parliament 
that James decided to rule without it. Parliament 
never met again during his brief reign. Almost single- 
handed, James set to work to make his rule intoler- 
able to his people. 


URING the whole of 1686 and 1687 while James held Par- 

liament in abeyance, and used his dispensing power to 
introduce Roman Catholics into key positions, Whigs and Tories 
drew closer together. James was uniting the party that had chal- 
lenged his brother with the party that had rallied so ardently to 
his brother's defense. He now embarked upon a political man- 
euver at once audacious, crafty and miscalculated. Hitherto he 
had striven only to relieve his Catholic subjects. He would now 
bid for the aid of the Dissenters, who were equally oppressed.

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coalition of Papists and Nonconformists under the armed power 
of the Crown. In William Penn, the Quaker courtier and founder 
of the Quaker state of Pennsylvania across the seas, influential 
in both this and the former reign, he found a powerful and skill- 
ful agent. Thus did the King break down the national barriers of 
his throne and try to shore it up with novel, ill-assorted, and 
inadequate props. 

Meanwhile James was raising and preparing his Army. Charles 
II's forces of about seven thousand men had cost £280,000 a 
year. Already James was spending £600,000 upon the upkeep of 
more than twenty thousand men. Every summer a great camp 
was formed at Hounslow to impress the Londoners, In August 
1686 this contained about ten thousand men. The King went 
often to the camp, seeking to make himself popular with the 
officers and all ranks. He allowed Mass to be celebrated in a 
wooden chapel borne on wheels and placed in the center of the 
camp between the horse and foot. He watched the drill of the 
troops, and dined with Feversham, Churchill, and other gener- 
als. He continued his infusion of Catholic officers and Irish re- 
cruits. He had a parson, Johnson, pilloried and whipped from 
Newgate to Tyburn for a seditious pamphlet addressed to Prot- 
estant soldiers, He comforted himself with the aspect of this for- 
midable Army, the like of which had not been seen since Crom- 
well, and against which nothing could be matched in England. 
He increasingly promoted Catholics to key posts. 

The provocations of the royal policy continued. The first Dec- 
laration of Indulgence was issued. It did precisely what James's 
Parliament had objected to in advance: it set aside statutory Act 
by Royal Prerogative. Meanwhile an attempt to force a Catholic 
President upon Magdalen College, Oxford, and the expulsion of 
the Fellows for their resistance, added to the stir. In July James 
planned the public reception of the Papal Nuncio, d’Adda. The 
Duke of Somerset, when commanded to conduct the ceremonial, 
objected on the ground that the recognition of Papal officials 
had been declared illegal at the Reformation, ‘I am above the 
law,” said James. ‘Your majesty is so,” replied the Duke, ‘*but 
Iam not.” He was at once dismissed from all his offices, 


URING the autumn of 1688 everything pointed, as in 1642, 

to the outbreak of civil war, But now the grouping of the 
forces was far different from the days when Charles | unfurled 
his standard at Nottingham. The King had a large, well- 
equipped regular Army, with a powerful artillery. He believed 
himself master of the best, if not at the moment the largest, Navy 
afloat. He could call for powerful armed aid from Ireland and 
from France. He held the principal seaports and arsenals under 
trusty Catholic governors. He enjoyed substantial revenues, He 
assumed that the Church of England was paralyzed by its doc- 
trine of nonresistance, and he had been careful not to allow any 
Parliament to assemble for collective action. 

Ranged against him on the other hand were not only the 
Whigs, but almost all the old friends of the Crown. The men 
who had made the Restoration, the sons of the men who had 
fought and died for his father at Marston Moor and Naseby, the 
Church whose bishops and ministers had so long faced persecu- 
tion for the principle of Divine Right, the universities which had 
melted their plate for King Charles I's coffers and sent their young 
scholars to his armies, the nobility and landed gentry whose 
interests had seemed so bound up with the monarchy—all, with 
bent heads and burning hearts, must now prepare themselves 
to outface their King in arms. Never did the aristocracy or the 
Established Church face a sterner test or serve the nation better 
than in 1688. They never flinched; they never doubted. 

As early as the spring of 1688 the Whig leaders invited William 
of Orange to come over; and William replied that if he received 
at the right moment a formal request from leading English states- 
men he would come, and that he would be ready by September. 
A nationwide conspiracy was on foot by the end of May. 
Detailed plans were made, and the land was full of whisperings 
and of mysterious comings and goings. 

Much now turned upon the Army. If the troops obeyed orders 
and fought for the King, England would be torn by civil war, the 
end of which no man could foresee. But if the Army refused to

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fight, or was prevented from fighting by any means, then the 
great issues at stake would be settled bloodlessly. 

At the end of April James had issued a second Declaration of 
Indulgence. He ordered that the Declaration should be read in all 
the churches, On May 18 seven bishops protested against this use 
of the dispensing power. The clergy obeyed their ec! 
superiors and the Declaration was left unread. James, furious at 
disobedience, and apparently scandalized at this departure, by 
the Church he was seeking to undermine, from its doctrine of 
nonresistance, demanded that the bishops should be put on trial 
for seditious libel. The trial was ordered, and the bishops, all of 
whom refused the proffered bail, were committed to the Tower. 

Up to this moment there always lived the hope that the stresses 
which racked the nation would die with the King. The accession 
of either Mary or Anne, James's Protestant daughters, promised 
an end to the struggle between a Catholic monarch and a Prot- 
estant people. Peaceable folk could therefore be patient until 
thet ny was past. The doctrine of nonresistance did not seem 
a principle of despair. But on June 10, while the trial of the 
bishops was still pending, the Queen gave birth to a son. Thus 
there lay before the English people the prospect of a Papist line, 
stretching out indefinitely upon the life of the future. 

The bishops, formerly detested, never popular, now became 
the idols of the nation. As they stepped on board the barge for 
the Tower they were hailed by immense crowds with greetings in 
which reverence and political sympathy were combined. For the 
first time the Episcopacy found itself in alliance with the popu- 
lation of London. The same scenes were repeated when they 
were brought back to Westminster Hall on June 15, and at their 
trial on June 29. The sitting lasted until late in the evening, and 
the jurors remained together throughout the night. When on the 
following day the bishops were declared **Not Guilty” the verdict 
was acclaimed with universal joy. As they left the court masses of 
people, including lifelong foes of the Episcopacy, knelt down and 
asked their blessing. But the attitude of the Army more im- 
portant. The King had visited them at Hounslow, and as he de- 
parted heard loud cheering. “‘What is that clamor?” he asked. 
“Sire, it is nothing; the soldiers are glad that the bishops are 
acquitted.”’ **Do you call that nothing?” said James. 

On the same night, while cannon and tumults proclaimed the 
public joy, the seven leaders of the party of action met at the 
Earl of Shrewsbury’s town house, and there and then signed and 
dispatched their famous letter to William. It was cool and 
businesslike in tone. “If the circumstances stand so with your 
Highness,” it said, “‘that you believe you can get here time 
enough, in a condition to give assistance this year, ... we, 
who subscribe this, will not fail to attend your Highness upon 
your landing.” The signatories were Shrewsbury, Danby, Russell, 
Bishop Compton, Devonshire, Henry Sidney, and Lumley. The 
letter was conveyed to The Hague by Admiral Herbert, disguised 
as a common sailor, and its signatories spread throughout the

Shrews- 
bury, a former Catholic, converted Protestant, after mortgaging 
his estates to raise £40,000, crossed the sea to join William. 
Danby undertook to raise Yorkshire; Compton toured the 
North “‘to see his sisters.” Devonshire, who had lain since 1685 
in obscurity at Chatsworth, formed his tenantry into a regiment 
of horse. William, stricken in his ambition by the birth of a 
male Stuart heir, exclaimed, ‘“‘Now or never!” and began to 
prepare his expedition. 


FEAR AND HOPE ran high in the Protestant camp 
as the country secretly made ready to welcome Wil- 
liam. Among those whose religious feelings made 
them turn against the King was James’s long-trusted 
friend and general, John Churchill. 


IHURCHILL in August renewed his pledge to William, 

en fifteen months before, and wrote in his own handwriting 
a signed letter, still extant, which if betrayed would have cost 
him his life. * Sidney will let you know how I intend to be- 
have myself; I think it is what I owe to God and my country. My 
honor I take leave to put into your Royal Highness’s hands, in 
which I think it safe. If you think there is anything else that I 
ought to do, you have but to command me, and I shall pay an 
entire obedience to it, being resolved to die in that religion that it 
has pleased God to give you both the will and power to protect.” 

Nevertheless this extraordinary man, who at this time played 
only a subordinate part, continued to hold all his offices and 
commands in the Army, and no doubt intended to use all his 
influence with the troops against James when the time came. 
He hoped in this way either to compel the King to submit or to 
deprive him of all means of resistance. His sincerity of purpose 
and duplicity of method were equal. He acted as if he was con- 
ducting a military operation. Moreover, deceit is inseparable 
from conspiracy. 

As the autumn weeks slipped by, excitement and tension grew 
throughout the Island, and the vast conspiracy which now com- 
prised the main strength of the nation heaved beneath the strain 
of affairs. The King’s attempt to bring in some of the Irish Ro- 
man Catholic regiments produced symptoms so menacing that 
the project was abandoned. The hatred and fears of all classes 
found expression in an insulting, derisive ballad against the 
Irish and the Papists. Lilliburlero, like Tipperary in our own 
times, was on all lips, in all ears, and carried a cryptic message 
of war to all hearts. 

Everyone watched the weathercock. All turned on the wind. 
Rumor rafi riot. The Irish were coming. The French were com- 
ing. The Papists were planning a general massacre of Protestants. 
The kingdom was sold to Louis XIV of France. Nothing was 
safe, and no one could be trusted. The laws, the Constitution, 
the Church—all were in jeopardy. But a deliverer would ap- 
pear. He would come clad with power from over the seas to 
rescue England from Popery and slavery—if only the wind 
would blow from the east. And here one of Lilliburlero’s couplets 
gained a new significance: 


, why does he stay so long behind? 
Hol by my shoul, ’tis a Protestant wind. 


The Protestant wind was blowing in the hearts of men, rising in 
fierce gusts to gale fury. Soon it would blow across the North Sea! 

On October 19 William set out upon the seas, His small army 
‘was a microcosm of Protestant Europe—Dutch, Swedes, Danes, 
Prussians, English, and Scotch, together with a forlorn, de- 
voted band of French Huguenots, to the number of fourteen 
thousand, embarked upon about five hundred vessels, escorted 
by sixty warships. William had planned to land in the North, 
where Danby and other nobles were in readiness to join him. 
But after he had been once driven back by a gale, the wind car- 
ried him through the Straits of Dover, which he passed in full 
view of the crowded coasts of England and France. On Novem- 
ber 5 he landed at Torbay, on the coast of Devon.
